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FOREIGN MISSION SCHOOL. 








From the Christian Spectator. 


An agent of the Foreign Mission School, 
has kindly favored us with the following ac 
count of the examination of that school. He 
observes that ¢ the annual report of the azents 
is not made until autumn; buf perhaps some 
account of the examination may be interesting.’ 

‘The agents of the Foreign Mission School, 
met on Tuesday, the 4th May, to attend the 
annual examination of the school, 

The examination commenced at 2 0’clock, P. 
M. and was continued until 6. 





The pupils were examined in Reading, Spel- 
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ling, English Grammar, Geography, Arithme- 
tic and Writing. The more advanced scholars 
were examined also in the Latin and Greek 
laaguages;in Rhetoric, in Navigation, Sur 
veying and Astronomy. 

‘Two of the studeuts, viz. Thomas Hoopoo, 
and Adin Gibbs, were examined in Pheologs. 

The examination was highly inceresting and 
satisfactory to the agents, and a respectable 
number of gentlemen and ladies attended. 

Th progress of the younger pupils in rea - 
ing and spelling in the English language, was 
greater than could have b-en anticipated, from 
lads who a few mouths since, were taken frou 
a savage wilderness. But the improvements 
in writing were particularly conspicuous. 
Vhe writing books exhibited very handsome, 
and some of them were elegant speciinens of 
penmanship The class in Geograp-y and 
Riietoric did themselves, and their Instructors 
great honor, ‘The examination in Surveying, 
Navigation and Astronomy, evinced a Correct 
knowledge of thuse branches of Mathematics. 
George FP. ‘Vamoree, exhibited a complete 
calculation of at ectipse of the moon, made,iiy 
himself, accompanied with a very handsome 
projection of the eclipse. 

But the attention of the visitors was paruicu- 
larly engaged by the examination in Theology. 

‘The two youths who were cxamined, went 
through a course of theological questions, ane 


ithe readiness with which they gave satisfactory 


answers to all the questions, and recapitulated 
the arguments and proofs in support of the an- 
swers and especially their readines in repeating 
and applying passages of scripture, were tru- 
ly astonishing to every one preseat. 

The agenis were very happy in bestowing 
high, and as they conceived, merited ecomi- 
ums upon all the pupils for their proficiency 
as well as their orderly and respectable behav- 
iour during the last term. The rvgisier of be. 
haviour which was read by the principal, to the 
agents. exhibited a large proportion of the pu 
pils, as Chargeable with no deviation from the 
rules of the scheol during the term. 

At 114 o’clock, A. M. on Wednesday, the 





clergymen and gentlemea from the neighbor- 
ing towns, formed in procession at the board- 
ing house, and proceeded to the meeting-house 
where an inferesting and appropriat2 discourse 
was delivered by the Rev. Calvin Chapin, p. pn. 
from Luke ii. 10. 

After the sermon, declamations were spoken 
by the students, in English, and in their sev 
eral native languages, 
specimens of the Tahetian, the Owbyhean, the 


da. the Stockbridge, the French, and the He 
brew languages. 

The exhibition was highly gratifying to a 
large assembly of the patrons of the school. 

The number of scholars at present is 27 : 
viz.— 2 Anglo-Americans, 15 Aboriginal A 
mericas, 6 Owhyheans, 2 Tahetians, 2 Malays. 
—Seven more were admitted to the school, at 
the late meeting of the agents, making the 
whole number 34.

REVIVAL OF RELIGION, 
From the Sangerfield Intelligéncer.

Our religious coof r- 
rences were thinly attended, and few took any 
partinthem. ‘The meeting from which E think 
the begining of the revival in this society may 
be dated, was held at a private house, about 14 
intles from the meeting house, on Monday eve- 
ning, in the early part of November. “Poough 
but few were present, it was maifcsi that the 
Spirit of God was there. Ohristians were pe- 
culiarly earnest in prayer and exhortation, and 
soine sinners who-were present were brought 
under a serious impression.—Soon after tiris, 
meetings were appointed by theSicinity, and at- 
teuded by numbers who appeare’ serious 3 and 
some were anxiously inquiring Whatthey must 
doto be saved. About ths time, a prayer mecte 
ig Was appointed in this places at ume o’clock 
inthe morning. This sas a new time of mect- 
ing with us, and the power of God was wonder- 
ful ; Curistians prayed and spoke with unusual 
spirit and life, and sinners around were in teaws 
Que aged woman, at the close of this meeting, 
was brought to cry aloud in extreme distr: ss, 
and seemed to view herselfimmediately sinking 
down to hell. I pause here to remark, that the 
morning prayer meetings in this place have 
been peculiarly favored with the divine pre- 
sence ; In many of them, Christians havé dis 

covered such earnestness in prayer for the outs 
pouring of the Spirit of God, and the Conver- 
sion of sinners, as I never before witiessed.— 
Soon after this, the work spread to the cast and 
west nearly across the towt. 

In the west.rn part of the town, an uncom- 
mon instance of divine power was manifested. 
A man about 30 years of age, who had been 
a very religious character, came into an eve- 
ning meeting with the avowed design of ridi- 
culing what might be said. Soon after he came 
in and took his seat, he began to feel disagree- 
able, and thought of leaving the house; but 
while he hesitated, his uneasiness increased ev- 
ery moment; his sins were sct in order before 
him, and his distress became so great, that he 
cried aloud most of the time during the remain- 
ing part of the meeting. At the close it was

But while the flame was kindling in thosé

gan; seemed for atime to have their convic- 
tions suspended ; and we began to fear their 
‘return to carnal security. God in bis gra- 
cious providencéat this juncture sent a missiun- 
ary, who was retorning from the westward te 
this place, to assist #n the work ; and soon af- 
ter, oneof my brethrenin the ininistry, from 
a neighboring town, speni a few days wit! us, 
It was notlong before several of thase persons 
who had become apparently less «fected, were 
brought into the liberty ofthe Gospe!; and ic 
was manifest that the whole work was hecom- 
ing more powerful in every direction. 








At this time a circumstance teok place which 
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I cannot forbear tomention ; a youth of about 
4% or 15 years ofage who had been in deep dis- 
tress for several weeks, was brought to re- 
joice in the mercy of God, and was immediate- 
iy impressed with an ardent desire for the sal- 
vation of his brothers and sisters, and his fath- 
er who were yet intheir sins. He went immedi- 
ately from the meeting where he obtained relief, 
with his brother, who was there, and who resi- 
edvy timself, and prayed with him, and exhort- 
ed him to repentace in such a manner as deeply 
affected his mind. The next morning on his 
return home, a‘companied by his brother, they 
called on his. sister, who was married, and he 
requested her that she would kneel down with 
hins and be would pray for her. ‘The three 
knelt down together and prayed in avery warn 

ing and affecting manner, and so as much to im- 
press che feelings of his sister. From this place 
he returned home, and immediately fell into bis 
father’s arms, exhorting and entreatmg him 
to the most tender and affectionate maner, to 
embrace the Gospel, mingling his prayers with 
his entreaties, that God would have mercy on 
him and his brothers and .sisters. It was an 
affecting scene—the whole family were in 
tears—most of them distrest for 


of God on them to repent. 


Several who had embraced the doctrine of | 


universal salvation, were brought to see that 
their foundation would not stand the trial of 
judgment. One manin particulare who was 
nearly 50 years of age’, and was endeavoring 


with all his ability to snppert this doctrine, | 


was ina prayer-meeting brought to see his 
foundation give way, and was s0 fmpressed, 
that he was constrained to rise and acknowl 


edge that his whole fabric was taken {rom him, | 
as he expressed it, a thousand times beiow the | 
founttation; and that he was an undone sinner. | 
He vers soon obtained relief from the mercy | 


of f:od. and the next Sabbath, before 


the | 


whole congregation, declared his conversion, | 


and warned sinners, and these especially who 
were trusting ‘o universal salvation, no longer 
to rest on their false foundation, but to repent 
and embrace the Gospel. 

The work now spread to the north and the 


east part of the town, and soon becaine power- 


ful. 


entreat the people of God to pray that divine | 


mercy might be extended to their guilty souls. 
Persons who had been opposers, and far from 
righteousness, were in a very short time bro’t 
to the feet of sovereign mercy, and to give up 
their all to God. 

At the village and near the centre of the 
town, comparatively few have been the sub- 
jects of the work, though some in the vicinity 
have been hopefully converted. There has been 
much opposition in these places, and the feet- 
ings of many have evidently been to pray the 
Lord to depart out of their coasts.

The Jews in our country are inconsid- 
erable,compared to those inhabiting transat- 
lantic regions. It is not to be supposed that a 
little band of females, whose exertions are ne- 
cessarily confined to the more retired walks of 
life, can have any direct influence in convincing 
these of their errors. Zealous and ardent in 
the wish for their conversion, we must how- 
ever wait till a way is opened to us, to yield 
them service in their eternal interests, and in 
the interval endeavor te impart to those around 
us, a sense of the obligations we owe to this 
long neglected and highly injured people, who 
claim the warmest gratitude of every thinking 
being throughout the world. ‘To God we 
must fook for the performance of the mercies 
promised tothe patriarchs ofold. Has he not 
said, ** TE will be as the dew unto Israel ; he shall 
grow as the filly, and cast forth his roots as Le- 
banan ; his branches shall spread, and his beau- 
ty shall be as the olive tree. They that dwell 
under his shadow shall return, they shall re- 
vive as the cern, and grow as the vine?” Has 
he not declared, ‘that a present shall be 
brought unto the Lord of Hosts of a people 
scattered and pecled; of a people wonderful 
from their beginning hitherto; a nation meted 
out and trodden down, whose land the rivers 
have spoiled, to the place of the name of the 
Lord of Hosts?” We earnestly entreat the 
righteous God, * let the wrath suffice which 
thou bast poured out upon that people, who 
were formerly thine, for the guilt of their un- 
belief 5; let their punishment give way to thy 
grace, and let their long continued calamity 
be exchanged for a felicity consumate, because 
spiritual and eternal. Delivered from error 
let them bebold thy truth, and in it Christ, and 
with him salvation; and let them with us not 


only see, but also embrace and enjoy thee to all 
eternity.”’
